JAPAN HONORS EDISON. 


Tokio Aglow, Press Pays Tribute, 
Cabinet at Jubilee Banquet. 


TOKIO,. Oct. 21 (#).—Japan, where 
Thomas Edison’s electric light ‘bulbs 


did not arrive until 1885, tonight ‘be- 
gan its celebrations on, a, nation- 
wide scale of the jubilee of the inven- 
tion of the incandescent light. Japan 
is today one of the world’s largest 
users of électric light. 

Tokio’s main thoroughfares’ were 
especially illuminated this evening, 
towering arches of light spanning 
the Ginza, Tokio’s Broadway, at its 
intersections with other important 
streets. 

Japanese newspapers, both morn- 
ing and evening, prominently dis- 
played Mr. Edison’s portrait, follow- 
ing it with ‘articles paying tribute 
to his achievements. 

Menibers of the Cabinet and other 
prominent persons attended a jubilee 
banquet under the auspices of the 
Japanese Electrical Society. They 
sent a cablegram of congratulations 
to Menlo Park. There were’ similar 
celebrations in other large cities.

ARGENTINE RIVER PORT 
IS ISOLATED BY FLOOD 


3,000 Families Are Homeless at 
Concordia as Uraguay Still Rises 
—Railroad Submerged.

CONCORDIA, Argentina, Oct. 21.— | 
This important up-river port and rail- 
road centre, where the commerce of 
Argentina, Brazil, Paraguay and | 
Uruguay converges, is completely sur- | 
rounded by water and 3,000 families 
are homeless as a result of the over- 
flowing of the Uruguay River. 

It is the biggest flood here since 
1898 and follows the tremendous 
rains in the Northern and Northeast- 
ern sections of Argentina, which 
have been pouring down almost in- 
cessantly since the recent termina- 
tion of the long drought. 

The Argentine Northeastern Rail- 
way, which connects with Paraguay, 
is covered by five feet of water over | 
a section ten miles long north of 
Concordia. The flood waters have al- | 
most reached the spot where in 1898 | 
a river steamer was moored to a 
residence eight blocks from the river | 
bank. Food is being broughé into 
the city in rowboats, but the scarcity 
is already being felt.

WASHINGTON, Oct. .21.—The final 
Grive in the battle involving the free- 
dom of Albert B..Fall, former Secre- 
tary of the Interior, on trial in the 
Supreme Court in the District of Co- 
lumbia charged.with leasing to“Hd- 
ward L. Doheny, in. consideration: of 
a bribe of $100,000, the oil lands’ of 
the Elk Hills Naval Oil Reserve, be- 
gan this morning. 

It was the beginning of at least 
two days of argument and the indi- 
cations tonight are that the case will 
not go to the jury until Wednesday 
afternoon. 

The court room was jammed to the 

doors when former Senator Atlee 
Pomerene opened for the govern- 
ment with a plea for a verdict of 
guilty. 
Tt was late in the afternoon when 
Mr. Pomerene finished and Frank T. 
Hogan, chief counsel for the defense, 
began his speech for Fall, which is 
expected to last through most of to- 
morrow’s two sessions. 

Mr. Hogan, in the thirty minutes 
he held the floor, did not refer once 
to the evidence. Instead he made a 
plea to the sympathies of the jury 
for Fall, whom he pictured as ‘a! 
tragic figure slumped in yonder 
chair’ as the ‘‘shattered and broken 
man’? whom the government. seeks | 
to punish.

Hoover’s Letter. 


The Presideént’s letter follows: 
Sept. 26, 1929. 
Mr. Fred E. Britten, Stuart, Fla. 
Dear Sir: I have your letter of 
Sept. 21. I cannot believe that you 
and the many friends of Mr. Skip- 
per who have protested the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Hughes overlook 
the primary responsibility which. 
rests upon the President of the 
United States. That responsibility 
| is one of the most sacred which. he 
assumes upon his oath of office. It 
is that he shall, to his utmost ca- 
pacity, appoint men to public of- 
fice who will execute the laws of 
the United States -with integrity 
and without fear, favor or political 
| collusion. The appointive respon- 
sibility rests in the President, not 
in any organization.

This is an obligation in the in- 
terest of the people of the State, 
and the first tenet in that program 
is that no longer shall the laws of 
the United States be flouted by 
Federal officials; no longer shall 
public offices be regarded as mere 
political patronage, but that it shall 
be public service. 

The success of the Republican 
party rests upon good government, 
not on patronage, and Florida will 
have good government so far as it 
is within my power to give it. My 
own belief is that the people of 
Florida supported me in the past 
election because they expected that 
from me. 

I note your demands that the or- 
ganization shall dictate appoint- 
ments in Florida irrespective of 
merit or my responsibility, and that 
you appeal to the opponents of the 
administration to attack me. I en- 
close herewith copy of a statement 
which I issued last March. That 
statement was no idle gesture.

Kelly has worked with a skill that 
his colleagues may well envy, occa- 
sionally making the points of his 
story with superb adroitness, and 
never, for that matter, sounding a 
false key or smudging a line. But 
the play lacks contour. Holding re- 
lentlessly to his theme, he has kept 
himself out. It is realism carried 
to its logical and impotent conclu- 
sion. And ‘‘Maggie, the Magnificent,” 
is the paradox of a perfectly written 
play that is dull. 

Of all the Reed tribe, Margaret is 
the only swan. Her mother, her 
aunt, her brother and her sister-in- 
jaw are aggressively common. in 
her grace and sensitiveness she takes 
after her father, who is dead. The 
conflict in Mr. Kelly’s monotone is 
between commonness and refine- 
ment. When the commonness pushes 
too far, when, in fact, Mrs. Reed 
slaps Margaret’s face in a fit of 
temper, Margaret moves out, goes 
to the wealthy people for whom she 
is working and concludes the drama 
—or this portion of an _ endless 
drama—from the steps of a grand 
living room. Somehow she has 
managed to set her mother’s squalid 
house in order and to have saved 
the best part of herself at the same 
time. 

Although you miss the ethilaration 
that should come from a work com- 
pletely fulfilled, you cannot help ad- 
miring Mr. Kelly’s craftsmanship. | 
All that you need to know about | 
these people, their past, their present 
off the stage as well as on, he man- 
ages to communicate in accurate 
terms of character. In three epi- 
sodes in the last act the restraint 
with which he writes is far more 
magnificent than the title of the 
play. Margaret’s acceptance of a 
proposal of marriage, her reunion 
with her mother after the quarrel, 
and the casual incident by which she 
concludes the play are vibrant with 
an emotion that is never exploited. 
If Mr. Kelly had offered these scenes 
as pure exhibition, to show how com- 
pletely he could master them, he 
could not have done better. His 
craftsmanship is beyond reproach. 

But at best that is a. technical 
achievement. As a guileless theatre- 
goer you cannot escape the broader 
fact that what the play accomplishes 
is insignificant in view of the time 
it consumes in the theatre. You see 
the regeneration of Maggie Reed. 
From the stormy shrew of the first 
act she becomes the humble, help- 
less mother of the conclusion. With- 
out resorting to lurid effects Mr. 
Kelly has managed to subject her to 
a trial by fire, and to bring out 
traits of her character never seen in 
her before. But none of the others 
grow perceptibly; even the daughter, 
who manipulates most of the story, 
remains at.the end the patient, sensi- 
tive, remote girl we recognized when 
she made her first appearance. Mr. 
Kelly’s drama is never a work of 
veal moment. It is not so much re- 
strained as constricted. It is deso- 
late and bleak. 

Your admiration need not be con- 
fined to the writing of the play, for 
Mr. Kelly is his own director and 
he has assembled a cast that plays 
with his own fidelity. There are the 
ineffectual but kindly boarder played 
by Mary Frey, the modest suitor 
played by Frank Rowan, the scape- 
grace son played with clarity and 
spirit by James Cagny, and the gum- 
chewing, posing, brazen jade played 
by Joan Blandell—inclining toward 
caricature, but highly amusing in a 
drama that needs tangible vitality. 

As the mother, Marion S. Barney 
gives a splendid performance in 
several contrasting tones. And the 
unassertive daughter, acted by Shir- 
ley Warde, is another of those bril- 
liant performances that have been 
turning up here and there all season. 
It is deeply bitten acting, accurate 
and economical in every stroke, and 

_perfectly related to the entire per- 
formance. 

It seems incredible that so finely 
wrought a drama can be so dull.

“Stripped,”’ at all events, is the 
second play of recent weeks to have 
for its hero a deposed member of a 
royal family. In Miss Murfin’s play, 
to be sure, he turns out at the fin- 
ish to have been merely the Pre- 
tender, but to all intents and pur- 
poses the play is an exploit of ex- 
royalty. This time it takes place in 
America, with the royal jewels as 
the play’s motivating force. Their 
disappearance, the paste imitations, 
hollow doorknobs—most of the usual 
appurtenances of the detective play 
are utilized, 

A prince of the blood royal, of 
course, is a romantic figure, partic- 
ularly when a ae to America 
and set down in our humdrum 
world. But Miss Murfin has in the 
main subordinated the romantic val- 
ues that lay at her hand in favor of 
the mechanical manipulations of her 
rebbery plot—a plot which becomes 
so complicated, as the evening wears 
on, that the auditor must give it the 
most absorbed concentration to un- 
derstand it. Along about the middle 
of the second act it dawns on even 
the most dense—it was at exactly 
thet point that it burst on this re- 
viewer—that maybe it isn’t worth it.

“Ladies of the Jury,’”? which came 
last night to Erlanger’s, you might 
be more conscious than you are like- 
ly to be of its transparently broad 
humors and its unabashed employ- 
ment of that quality best and most 
succinctly described as hokum. But 


with this particular First Actress in 
charge Mr. Ballard’s new comedy 
becomes a good-natured piece of 
fooling, which last night’s audience 
found hilariously funny. 

It is, as its title indicates, cona- 
cerned for the most part with what 
happens in a jury room, a fantastic 
place wherein half of those assembled 
to determine the guilt or innocence of 
a woman charged with murder are 
members of the .most recently en- 
franchised sex. As the facts are 
meagerly set forth in the first act, 
you as well as some of the jurors are 
not certain which way to vote, do 
not know whether the young French 
actress actually shot the New Jersey 
millionaire to whom she was wec. 
Nor are the events in the jury room 
a carefully considered endeavor to 
serve the ends of abstract justice. 
Rather they are the farcical attempts 
of the only juror who holds out from 
the first for acquittal (Mrs. Fiske, of 
course) to swing the other eleven 
over to her side. 

It is an up-hill battle, and in wag- 
ing it her weapons are diplomacy, 
flattery, cajolery, trickery and amild 
form of bribery. One by one the 
jurors capitulate until only two re- 
main adamant—two who threaten to 
deadlock the jury until doomsday 
rather than declare the defendant 
not guilty. Then comes the time for 
decisive action, which arrives abbut 
the middle of the final act, and with 
it victory is assured. 

The jury is, as well-chosen juries 
are supposed to be, a cross-section 
of the community in which 'the trial 
is taking place. Its personnel in- 
cludes a spinsterly reformer, a young 
Greek candy merchant, a Scotch 
gardener, a flinty grocer, an ex- 
chorus girl, a clinging young wife, 
an incipient poet and, above all, the 
star, who, although she is always 
Mrs. Fiske, here devotes herself to 
impersonating one wf the country- 
side’s gentle-folk who, being a friend 
of the judge, has just dropped in to 
lend a helping hand in this murder 
business. 

And despite the fact that these 
types are written and played for all 
the less subtle humors they contain, 
they have a certain foundation in 
actuality. With a little less tendency 
to comic caricature they might con- 
ceivably represent a small-town jury. 
In that circumstance is to be found 
one of the play’s few claims to dis- 
tinction. 

Mrs. Fiske’s performance—gay and 
bubbling and mannered — suggests 
that she is having a perfectly ele- 
gant time in the romp that has been 
provided for her. She plays with 
great spirit and zest, but she also 
brings out shadings and nuances of 
character not to be discerned in the 
general run of the comedy. The pré- 
miere, as her recent openings have 
had a habit of being, was something 
of a continuous Fiske ovation. 

Another who last night stopped the 
show as soon as it had started was 
the returning Wilton Lackaye, who 
at the rise of the first curtain was 
observed sitting on the judge’s bench. 
His activities are confined to the 
first act, but his dryly ironical ef- 
forts to repress the outbreaks of the 
irrepressible star are among the 
brighter moments of the evening. 
The other performers serve well Mr. 
Ballard’s needs; among them George 
Farren, Vincent James and George 
Tawde are deserving of mention.

clarity, is that of the chronicle play. 
Largely it is of Lincoln bowed under 
the weight of. the Civil War; of his 
tilts with Seward, of his struggle to 
effect the Emancipation Proclama- 
tion, of his anguish in the face of 
overpowering discouragement. Al- 
together it is an austere study aimed 
at understanding rather than color, 
for the English author has avoided 
the American idiom and the colloqui- 
alisms that would have tricked him.

Grant Mitchell and Fine Company 


Please in “A Tailor-Made Man.” 


That comedy of honorable lineage, 
‘‘A Tailor-Made Man,” 
James Smith, opened in revival yes- 
terday evening at the Gallo Theatre, 


with the part of John Paul Bart, 
the man who, has been tailor-made, 
in the capable hands of Grant 
Mitchell; This ingenious rigmarole, 
since its first appearance’on Broad- 
way more than a decade ago, has 
been seen in one part of the country 
or another more than once—sufficient 
evidence that the piece is likable, 
whatever its exact age. 

Nor should it surprise that the 
play appears so little to belong to 
an earlier period, for the idea about 
which the comedy revolves is peren- 
nial. Destiny is a word older than 
Napoleon. And Mr. Smith’s hero, as 
the man of destiny who is to ‘‘do the 
things that Napoleon left undone,” 
in his leap from the tailor’s bench to 
be the savior of the great Oceanic 
Shipbuilding Company, has the sort 
of meteoric career which is youth’s 
dream that age _ never forgets. 
Hence “A Tailor-Made Man,’ in 


spite of its bombastic outbursts, its | 


creaking machinery, its patent dove- 
tailing of entrances and exits, is as 
young in idea as was ‘“‘The Show 
Off’? and as amusing. 

An excellent cast lends support to 
Mr. Mitchell, but the play is really 
his from start to finish. Just how 
one man can sustain so nearly con- 
tinuous an appearance and roll 
through so many - spell-binding 
speeches is a mystery. As John 
Paul Bart, Grant Mitchell is a dozen 
“go-getters’’ (before the name was 
invented) and a dozen political candi- 
dates rolled into one. And last eve- 
ning he was more successful than 
these latter gentlemen sometimes 
are, for he pulled his house after 
him. If we owned the Oceanic Ship- 
building Company and found our- 
selves faced with a strike, and Grant 
Mitchell could get us out of it, he’d 
be rewarded with anything we had, 
as was his John Paul Bart. 

The company of “A Tailor-Made 
Man’”’ is so uniformly good that to 
single out a few names would seem 
to cast reflection on the others. ‘‘A 
Tailor-Made Man’? has a_ useful 
place in any season’s répertoire, for 
it is clean, active comedy, affording 
a goodly number of laughs, with a 
love-thread which, if obvious, is not 
too greatly overdone by the author.

President Hoover has selected Sen- 
ator REED, Republican, and Senator 
ROBINSON, Democrat, as delegates 
to the Naval Conference in London. 
Time was when objection would 
have been made to having a Senator 
take part in framing a treaty which | 
he would afterward have to vote 
either to ratify or to reject. It used 
to be said that this would be a grave 
impairment of the judicial impar- 
tiality of a Senator. But practice 
long since disposed of. this scruple. | 
Senators have been appointed by | 
several Presidents to take part in 
international conferences or arbitra- 
tions. President HARDING named the 
two party leaders of the Senate as/| 
delegates to the Washington Con- 
ference of 1921. Thus fortified by 
precedent, President HOOVER’S course 
in sending two Senators to London | 
will probably provoke not even a 
ripple of objection. 

There is, to be sure, a little won- 
dering why he passed over Senator} 
WATSON, the Republican leader ot 
the Senate. A semiofficial explana- 
tion is given. It is that the Indiana 
Senator could not well be spared 
from his duties as party leader dur- 
ing the regular session of this Con- 
gress. His ability and success have 
been so great, his fighting quality so | 
outstanding, his consistency so un-| 
varied, his support of the President | 
so intelligent and effective, that Mr. 
Hoover, it is gravely said, does not 
feel that he could let him be away, 
even at London. Apparently this 
implied and affecting tribute to his' 
unsuspected powers so greatly moved 
Senator WATSON that he came out. 
with a long statement about the | 
importance of getting the tariff en-| 
acted at an early date.

THE CONSUMERS’ COUNSEL. | 


After five hours of debate the | 
Senate adopted by a vote of 68 to 11 
an amendment to the tariff bill 
creating “in the legislative branch 
“of the government the office of 
“the Consumers’ Counsel of the 
“Tariff Commission of the United 
“States.” The President is to be 
allowed to appoint him, subject to 
the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate. The proposed salary, at first 
$12,000, was reduced to $10,000. 
Great as are the hopes reposed in 
him, it was felt that the Consumers’ 
Counsel shouldn’t get more tnan a} 
Senator. He is to appear “in the | 
interest of the consuming public” 
in any proceeding before the com- 
mission. He is to be a sort of lone | 
Tariff Commissioner on his own 
hook. He may investigate indepen- 
dently any tariff matter when he 
deems such investigation necessary 
to enable him to represent — his 
mysterious clients satisfactorily. 

He is to have it in his power to 
keep the commission permanently 
busy. He can call on it for informa- 
tion or investigation whenever he 
thinks the cause of the consumers 
is involved. Who are the consum- 
ers? They are “the people.” He 
is to be the people’s advocate. What 








populations have opposing interests 
as producers and consumers. If we 
are all consumers, perhaps the 
salariat and the “ white collar” folk

MODERN VOYAGEURS. 


Only twice before in the history of 
this. country has the Ohio River re- 
ceived the attention paid to it this 
month to celebrate its canalization. 
The French, who discovered it and 
navigated it from Fort Duquesne to 
the falls at Louisville, were the first 
to appreciate the importance of “ La 
Belle Riviere” in their design to 
control the interior. The British, 
who captured it from the French, 
were soon engaged in tidewater ac- 
tivities which made them forget the 
Ohio. In the show-boat and steam- 
boating days the river was again a 
full and sensitive artery of national 
life. The rise of the railroads re- 
duced it to, commercially speaking, 
a trickle. But now that the army 
engineers have made it navigable 
from Pittsburgh to Cairo, the Presi- 
dent himself is to embark upon its 
rushing brown waters and speak in 
two of the great cities on its banks 
to do honor to the historic stream. 

The territory affected by the nine- 
foot stage is the richest and most 
populous in the United States. From 


| the time of the Revolution no region 


has produced more notable partici- 
pants in the life of the nation. After 
the Ohio leaves Pennsylvania it be- 
comes roughly the median between

For the past ten years he had been 
living here, al] the time conducting a 
| bitter battle for his rehabilitation 
and commutation of the sentence 


passed on him by the Stamboulinsky |. 


Government. 

Inasmuch as his property had been 
confiscated, he was compelled to live 
on: the smallest means, and occupied 
a single room at his son-in-law’s 
apartments. 

When he received news this Sum- 
mer that his own and his friends’ 
‘efforts had at last been succéssful, 
and that he would be permitted to 
return home, he was convalescing 
} from an.iliness. He had expected to 
go to Sofia in August and resume 
|his political work in the old party 
'of ational Liberals. .He always 
\cherished a fervent. hope that he 
would play again a léading réle, and 
ithat some: day he: might even. be 
asked once more to head the gov- 
ernment. 

‘He favored a constitutionél mon- 
archy- as the. only form of govern- 
mént which he considered possible 
for an agrarian country. He greatly 
admired: Ametica, to. which he was 
looking for hélp for his fatherland.

The career of M. Radoslavoff, self- 
styled ‘‘préfessional politician;’’ is 
| the dramatic story. of a middle-Euro- 
| pean: Opportunist—the story of.a

| the eatly years of the World War. 
Born in thé little town of Lovtch, 
Bulgaria, in 1864, he attendéd native 
schools and latér studied at Heidel- 
berg University in Germany, where 
he is understood to have been en- 
couraged in the pursuits of ‘‘real 
politik.”’ 

In the course of a long political 
career he became Premier of Bul- 
garia in 1913, after defeat of his 
country in the war with Serbia and 
|Greece. A realist and opportunist,

when the World War was well under 
way, he so successfully bargained, 
first with the Alliés and then with 
the. Central Powers, that the com- 
plexion of Bulgafia’s sympathies 
was not Known until she declared 
war upon Serbia in 1915.

Those short followers who had not 
recovered from the week-end upsets 
on the gridiron were knocked further 
away by an extraordinary perform- 
ence which took place in the Fear- 
paught Handicap at Empire City 
yesterday. 

William Ziegler Jr.’s Polydor, a fa- 
mous sprinter these several years 
past, was asked to run longer than 
a mile for the first time in his career 
and against a tested route horse. 


Polydor not only beat the route 
horse, but he set a new track record 
doing it, and was eased up crossing 
the finish line. , 

The race was at a mile and seventy 

ards, and Polydor’s new figure of 
1:422-5 lowers by a fifth of a se- 
ond the old mark that Joseph E. 
Widener’s Shuffle Along set in 1923. 
But Shuffle Along carried only 102 


ounds, while the Ziegler champion 
sanoped under top weight of 126 
yesterday. 


It was a great performance for the 
4-year-old son of Golden Broom and 
Poly Ann, and it was thrown into 
higher relief when he beat Gifford 
A. Cochran’s Genie by two length», 
with V. P. Noyes’s Boom a distant 
third and last. 


Three Horses in Field. 


When only three horses came out 
fcr the Fearnaught it made for sev- 


eral nice distinctions. Boom was a 
horse of fair form on outside tracks 
and Genie was a son of Man o’ War, 
known to run his best in the Fall 
and over a route. Polydor was 
known as a speed king which had 
never run over a mile and also on 
geveral occasions had shown signs 
of stopping at that distance. 

Genie is a notorious post actor and 
Boom was in under 117 pounds, in 
receipt of eight and nine pounds 
from the others, and you have the 
ingredients. But the players made 
Polydor a 4-5 favorite, Genie a 9-5 
second choice and Boom a 9-2 out- 
sider. They ran just the way the 
betting indicated, with Charles Kurt- 
zinger rushing Polydor to the front 
immediately and staying there for 
the entire route. 

Boom attempted to close ground on 
the far turn, but the others were 
too speedy; then Genie tried to draw 
near in the stretch, but Kurtzinger 
was looking back all the way down 
the alley and was easing his horse 
at the end. The vaiue of the purse

Glenn Warner—Inventor of the Wing-Back Formation 


EW YEAR’S DAY, 1925, is a 

date that deserves to be en- 

circled in red in football his- 
tory. It was in the game played on 
that day between Stanford and 
Notre Dame at Pasadena that the 
double wing-back formation was 
used exclusively for the first time by 
a Warner team. 

This formation, which has caught 
the fancy of the coaching fraternity 
this season to a greater degree than 
the Heisman, Minnesota or Notre 
Dame shifts ever cid, has a history 
dating back almost fifteen years. It 
was not, however, until Stanford 
came to New York last year to re- 
veal its manifold possibilities in a 
convincing demonstration against 
Army that Eastern coaches saw the 
light, though a few of them had ex- 
perimented with it before then. 


His Colleagues Interested. 


A month later, when Warner at- 
tended the football coaches’ conven- 
tion in New Orleans, his colleagues 
swarmed around him in the manner 
they had been accustomed to sur- 
round Knute Rockne. Whereupon 
the Stanford sachem and _ quail 
shooter, from whom autographed 
diagrams of his plays may be ob- 
tained by his rivals for the asking 
and a stamped, self-addressed en- 
velope, discoursed in detail on his 
famous A and B formations.

From both -formations§ spinner 
plays, passes, reverses and runs are 
executed, with the fullback as the 
key man for spinners and reverses 
in formation A and the quarter in 
formation B. ‘The latter formation 
is better suited for passes and quick 
kicks.
